The 
bail was furnished by his father, Ed­ 
ward Lightner, who resides along the 
Baltimore ’pike, near town. 
The young man’s name "was mention­ 
ed several days ago by the nurse as 
being the father of her child, but the 
name had been kept secret pending 
further investigations.

was finally brought Thursday by the 
young woman. 
Mr. Lightner is em­ 
ployed as a truck driver by the local 
office of the State Highway Depart­ 
ment.
